Railroad Service 
Greatly Improved 


| The vigorous efforts being made 
by the railroads to halt the in- 
roads by competitive transporta- 
tion agencies into their freight 
and passenger traffic are out- 
lined in a bulletin issued today 
by the Michigan Railroads As- 
sociation. 

The bulletin was inspired, the 
association asserts, by the fact 
that the lines’ attempts to re- 
capture traffic lost to competitors 
have been obscured by several 
years of public discussion of 
remedial legislation in Congress 
and the various states and by 
extension of public authority to 
include matters beyond the origi- 
nal idea of such authority, the 
supervision of rate-making. 

“Actually, recent activities of 
the railroads prove that we are 
in a new era of railroading,” the 
association asserts. “On the side 
of passenger service, fares are on 
ja 2-cent basis. Practically any 
form of rail accommodations can 
be bought on the deferred pay- 
ment plan. A traveler now can 
use his credit to buy an all- 
expense tour covering even his 
hotel and his meals off the train, 
even steamship connections at the 
end of his rail journey. Circle 
tours now are arranged by the 
roads. The. passenger can have 
his own automobile at the end 
of his trip, or the railroads will 
arrange for automobile or taxi 
hire if that is desired. Tickets 
now are delivered at no extra ex- 
pense to the traveler’s home or 
office, if he wishes. 

“On the freight side, tremend- 
ous strides have ‘been made by 
the railroads in recent years. 
Freight train speeds have been 
sharply accelerated. Freight 
trains are 62% faster than in 
1930. Overnight freight service 
for distances up to 525 miles is 
increasingly common. Less-than- 
carload merchandise service has 
been improved and speeded up. 
Pick-up and delivery service is 
almost nationwide. Co-ordinat- 
ed rail-truck freight service is 
becoming common practice. Rail- 
roads are working with shippers 
to obtain competitive freight 
rates. The roads have obtained 
liberalization of rules governing 
mixed carloads so as to permit 
carload rates on less-than-carload 
lots. Diesel power is being ex- 
perimented with for freight ser- 
vice. 

“The change in railroad opera- 
tions in recent years has been 
greater than the public generally 
realizes and industry now is 
awakening to these recent accom- 
plishments.” 


Hi’ wayDept. Receipts 
About 36 Million 


The state highway department 
this week closed its books on the 
1939-40 fiscal year with a cash 
balance of $4,515,036. 

State Highway Commissioner 
Murray D. VanWagoner pointed 
out that the cash balance was un- 
usually large because wet 
weather has delayed construction 
which is paid for as completed. 

The cash balance will be de- 
creased as construction work is 
speeded during more favorable 
weather, . 

-Gas tax receipts for the fiscal 
year were $31,293,431. The Fed- 
eral government contributed $3,- 
721,813 in Federal Aid for con- 
struction work during the year 
and the Public Works Adminis- 
tration contributed $1,203,449. 

Fixed disbursements totaled 
$13,762,546 including returns ‘to 
the counties of $6,550,000 under 
the McNitt Act and the gas tax 
apportionment, bond sinking fund 
payments of $5,709,000 ard pay- 
ments to Defroit under the street 
widening agreement of $843,944. 
Maintenance and operations 
charges weré $6,801,815. 

Total expenditures for con- 
struction were $13,443,853. This 
includes $1,394,173 for right-of- 
way aosts, $2,039,805 for new 
bridges, and $10,008,875 for roads. 

The cash balance at the begin- 
ning of the 1939-40 fiscal year was 
$1,967,525,

Gth Corps Area To 
Camp McCoy In Aug. 


Chicago, July 3rd—Rapid 
transmission of orders and in- 
formation will be stressed during 
the Second Army maneuvers at 
Camp McCoy, Wisconsin, this 
August, according to Lieut. Gen- 
eral Stanley H. Ford, Command- 
ing General, who announced to- 
day that all types of signal com- 
munications equipment, ranging 
from teletypes permitting simul- 
taneous communication with all 
major units in the Second Army 
to the portable field infantry 
radio sets with a range of only 5 
miles, would be in operation. 

Over 2,000 miles of wire will 
be laid during the grand final 
maneuver, connecting approxi- 
mately 3,000 telephones. This 
wire can be used for simultane- 
ous telephone conversation and 
telegraphic Morse code messages. 

“In order to take advantage of 
the increased mobility and fast 
changing tactical situations, com- 
munications are more imoprtant 
today than ever before,” General 
Ford state. “The movements of 
motor columns convoying troops, 
rapidly moving mechanized forces 
seeking information or attacking, 
and the operations of air corps 
elements, necessitate absolute co- 
ordination of effort, and this can 
only be achieved by perfect com- 
munication systems.” 

Practically all radio messages 
will be enciphered and the range 
of the 900 sets in the Second 
Army is from 5 to 100 miles. Each 
National Guard Division will 
have 181 radio sets, while the 7th 
Mechanized Cavalry Brigade 
from Fort Knox, Kentucky,’ will 
have 155. 


On Fish Bait 

All persons selling live fish 
bait will be made responsible for 
the state sales tax according to 
an order issued this week by 
Herbert J. Rushton, managing 
director of the state board of tax 
administration. The order, issued 
to tax board field representatives 
and bait dealers, reads: “Sale of 
live fishing bait is taxable; this 
includes worms, frogs, minnows, 
crawlers wigglere and all other 
items and things used for bait. 

“We have many licensees en- 
gaged in the business of selling 
fishing tackle, live, mechanical 
and artificial bait, who should be 
protected from unfair competition 
on the part of those persons en- 
gaged in the same business who 
do not have a sales tax license. 
Therefore, it is the duty of all 
field men to be on the look-out 
for such unlicensed retailers.”

Everyone is earnestly requested 
to see that avery electric ap- 
pliance is tested, especially such 
small apparatus as electric heat 
pads, electric irons with ther- 
mostatic. control, vacuum clean- 
ers, electric shavers, refrigerators, 
fans, motors, etc. 

If you do not expect to be at 
home, special arrangements 
should be made so that your ap- 
pliances will not be missed, or 
you may take them to the trailer 
in City Park any evening for 
test. ‘ 


There is no charge for this ser- 
vice as all expense of locating in- 
terference is being borne by the 
City. Middleton Radio Service 
will suppress noisy appliances at 
very reasonable cost, but - the 
owner may do it himself or have 
it done where he pleasés. 

You have wanted this for a 
long time, but it cannot be really 
successful without wholehearted 
cooperation of every citizen. 
Make sure your appliances are 
tested,

Ordinance No. 38 

An ordinance to provide for 
minimizing radio interference and 
to provide a penalty for the 
violation of this ordinance. 

Be It Ordained by the Village 
of Grayling: 

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to operate in the Vil- 
lage of Grayling, Michigan, any 
apparatus generating or causing 
high frequency oscillations which 
interfere with radio receiving ap- 
paratus. 

Sec. 2. No person shall operat? 
a radio receiving set in such man- 
ner as to cause interference with 
other radio receiving sets, nor 
shall any person maintain on his 
premises or attach thereto, any 
radio receiving set so installed 
or constructed as to cause inter- 
ference with other radio receiv- 
ing sets. No person, shall attach 
to the antennae, or other suspend- 
ed wires, or parts of a radio re- 
ceiving set, any form of electrical 
apparatus, except broadcasting 
equipment licensed by the United 
States Government, that does in 
any manner cause interference to 
other radio receiving sets. 

Sec. 3. Any violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
be punished by a fine not to ex- 
ceed fifty dollars and costs and 
by imprisonment in the county 
jail, nor to exceed thirty days, or 
either,: in the discretion of the 
court, and if only a fine and costs 
be imposed, the court may fur- 
ther sentence that in default of 
the payment thereof within a 
time to be fixed in said sentence, 
the offender be imprisoned’ in the 
county jail until payment there- 
of for any period not exceeding 
thirty days; provided that no per- 
son shall be prosecuted for a 
violation of this ordinance within 
ten days after he shall have re- 
ceived written notica from the 
electric inspector of the Village 
to discontinue such violation.

BRITISH WEST INDIES 

Within a two hour plane fiight of 
the Panama canal lies the British 
istand of Jamaica, wich is 99 per 
cent black and 100 per cent restive. 
Intelligence reports from Jamaica 
warn of the danger of a Negro up- 
rising. 

Jamaican Negroes have never 
been prosperous, but this year has 
been unusually bad. The cane crop 
was a failure, the banana crop was 
ruined by a hurricane, and on top 
of this, word is being passed around 
among the Negroes that their mis- 
ery would disappear under German 
rule. 

As a result, British authorities, 
practically deserted by the home 
government, are keeping a watchful 
eye on their arsenal. 

Unrest in Jamaica would create a 
double problem for the United States 
and the other American republics. 
Roosevelt has already warned Euro- 
pean dictators that he will tolerate 
no change of sovereignty in this 
hemisphere. But the situation 
would be embarrassing if the na- 
tives of Jamaica were to revolt 
against England and invite in Hitler. 

Note—Jamaica’s harbor, Kirgs- 
ton, is one of the finest in the West 


In:iies and just 660 milea from the © 


Panama canal. At the beginning 

of the war, Britain held in this har- 

bor a convoy fleet of 70 ships. 
Changing Attitude. 

Confidential reports cabled back 
to the state department show that 
the French people have become bit- 
ter not only toward Great Britain 
but against the United States. 

Sentiment has been so vitriolic 
that it was the subject of a conver- 
sation held by Ambassador Tony 
Biddle, who substituted for Bullitt 
in Bordeaux. Sumner Welles also 
mentioned it a little sadly to the 
French ambassador in Washington. 

The French simply cannot under- 
stand why the British and Ameri- 
cans did not come to their aid. Only 
their men were killed, their coun- 
try destroyed, and their prisoners 
are now seen marching behind Ger- 
man guards. This has so infuriated 
them that now many Frenchmen al- 
most relish the possibility that their 
fleet may be used against the Brit- 
ish, 

Another effect has been a change 
of feeling in France toward the Ger- 
mans. Frenchmen, especially in 
Paris, are beginning to say: 

“Well, after all we are Euro- 
peans, so let’s be Europeans. To 
s+ with the Anglo-Saxons. They 
can't be depended upon. Maybe 
the Germans are not so bad, after 
all." 

This attitude has been helped by 
the excellent behavior of the Nazis 
in Paris. There are almost no 
troops on the street. Nazis have 
kept out of sight, and the arrests 
made by Herr Himmler’s Gestapo 
have been .done very quietly. 

Meanwhile, some of the French 
newspapers, obviously coked up by 
Nazi subsidies, have begun a ter- 
rific attack upon the British, togeth- 
er with a campaign to educate the 
French people regarding the better 
qualities of the Germans. 

The French are still inclined to 
look upon their conquerors as Ger- 
mans, not as members of the Na- 
tional Socialist party. Few French- 
mtn seem to realize that this is a 
revolution, not a war, and that Hit- 
ler is conquering Europe for Nation- 
al Socialism, which has made more 
far-reaching changes in the capital- 
istic system than Russian Commu- 
nism. : 

Hitler’s Tactics. 

I: has become increasingly obvi- 
ous that the smartest thing Hitler 
c.g was to knock off the countries 
of Burope one at a time instead of 
p:rmitting them to gang up on him. 

\/nen Hitler took Czecho-Slovakia, 
for instance, the Poles were en- 
couraged to take a small piece of 
Cacch territory. Then after they 
had taken it, Hitler took back the 
Lttie piece of Czecho-Slovakia plus 
onc-half of Poland. 

One reason Hitler was able to take 
Po!and was that he promised Russia 
the other half. And now Stalin, re- 
alizing his ‘own peril, is frantically 
éeciending his Polish-Baltie border. 

Cne year ago, talking to Ameri- 
ca:: dip’cmats in Berlin, Nazi lead- 
ers made no secret of their inten- 
t:on to employ the same strategy 
in ihe Western hemisphere; in other 
words, to isolate the United States 
frcm Britain and France, then pro- 
voke revolutions in South America 
and take those countries away two 
and three at a time. The United 
Siztes itself, Nazi leaders said, 
would be relatively easy. Soctal 
revolution was sure to come in a 
year or so, at which time all Ger- 
many needed to do was to aid the 
revolutionary party.
